I he Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about January 5, 2012 - November 29, 201 1 you or 
your organization committed the following violation of Federal Regulations:

• Construct facility of such material and of such strength as 
appropriate for the animals involved. Indoor and outdoor 
housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury 
and to contain the animals. 

(**Fence surrounding the camel has been pushed down by the camel 
and lowered to a point that it will not contain the animal. 

**Attempts to prop the fence with extra panels have also been 
pushed down by the camel. 

** Buffalo east of the main barn are shorting out an electric fence by 
reaching over the fence causing it to touch another fence. 

**The fence containing 16 fallow deer has boards that have come 
loose and ripped netting behind the fence causing gaps.) 

• Provide natural or artificial shelter for all animals kept 
outdoors to protect and prevent discomfort from inclement 
weather. 

(**Two buffalo east of the barn do not have adequate shelters in 
place for the weather. 

**Existing shelters may not be large enough for the number of 
animals to comfortably lay dow n out of the elemets.) 

• Provide a suitable method to rapidly eliminate excess water 
from outdoor facilities, complying with applicable federal, 
state and local laws and regulations relating to pollution 
control or the protection of the environment. 

(**Sixteen fallow deer, 3 elk and 2 water buffalo enclosures are 
experiencing drainage issues. 

**50-60% of enclosure pastures are mud. 

**Scveral animals were observed slipping in the mud.)

(The licensee is storing a hay elevator in a pasture containing 2 
buffalo.)
